an ACT to divide the Territory of Wiscon- 
sin and to e-tablish the i'erritorial Govern- 
ment of Iowa. 

lie it enacted by the Senate and House of Rejy> 
resentaiires of the United States of America in 
Cong^re5<a5«rm6/ecf, I'hat from and after the third 
of July next, all lliai part of the presem Terri- 
tory of Wisconsin which lies west of the .Missis- 
sipfii river , and west of a line drawn due North 
from the head waters or sources o| the Missis- 
sippi to the Territorial line, shall, for the pur* 
poses of temporary Government, be an<l con- 
stitute a separate Territorial (>oveinment by 
the name of Iowa; and that from and after 
the said third day of J uly next, the present Ter- 
ritorial Government of Wisroiisin shad exiend 
only to that part of the prejent Territory of 
Wisconsin which lies east of the Mississippi riv- 
er. And after the said third ilay of July next, 
all power and auttiority of the Govemmunt of 
Wisconsin, in and over the Territory hereby 
constituted, shall ceu>e: Frovidedy That noth- 
ing in this act cuutaiued shall be construed to 
impair the rights oi person or property now ap- 
pertaining to any Indians within the said Ter- 
ritory, so long as such rights sl>all remain un- 
extingui8hed by treaty between the U. l^tatei 
and such Indians, or to impair the obligations 
of any treaty now existing between Ibe United 
States and such Indians, or to imfiair or any- 
wise to affect the authority of the Government 
of the United Stales, to maku any leguhuions

Bill Johnson, (he Luke Buccaneer— scenc^ 
on the Frontier. 

The condition of the frontier, and the 
events that transpire daily, continue to 
excite the public attention and interest. 
What may bo the further designs of the 
marauders, who seek either to embroil 
the two governments, or to gratily their 
desire of revenge or their thirst for plun| 
der, unless arrested by the strong arm, 
of both governments, well and speedily 
put forth, may be gathered from the fol- 
lowing facts, which we derive from au- 
thentic sources. 

Early in the spring, a party of refu- 
gees made a lodgement on “The Thou- 
sand Islands,” in the St. Laurence. The 
leader of this gang is William Johnson — 
well known in all that region as Bill 
Johnson — and known also ns the leader 
in the recent destruction of the Sir Robt. 
Peel. He is a Canadian by birth, is a-| 
bout 58 years of age. of a powerful' 
frame, and of great fearlessness anden-| 
ergy of character. He has four sons who^ 
punake to n considerable degree, of thej 
character of the father. He was employ-] 
ed as a spy in the American service du- 
ring the last war; and in the course of it 
performed many bold and hazardous es-, 
ploits. He had at his command a six-; 
oared barge, in which he roumed the lake, 
and the river, intercepting despatches, 
attacking the small craft, seizing prop-^ 
erty, and harrassing the British settle- 
ments. On one occasion he intercepted 
despatches twice in one day at Pre.que 
Isle. On another, his boat having been 
driven on the British shore in a gale, and 
his crew captured, he eluded his pursu- 
ers for a fortnight, and finally made his 
escape in a bark canoe, crossing the lake 
(36 miles in width) alone in that frail 
ves-sel, and reached Sackett’s Harbor in 
safety. Since the war ho has resided at 
French Creek, in the double capacity of 
trader and smuggler. It is said that he 
boasts of having a force under his imme- 
diate command, of 150 men; but this is 
probably an exaggeration, although he 
li.is undoubtedly more than those who 
were with him in the capture of the Sir 
Robert Peel, and could probably com- 
mand, if necessary, a much greater num- 
ber. 

The principal rendezvous and head- 
q iarters of Johnson and marauders, is at 
a fas'iiess called Fort Wallace, oh an isl- 
and at the head of VVells’ Island, and 
within the British terriiory. It is said to 
contain « fortification of much strength 
of position; litllo is known, however, in 
relation to it, as Johnson refuses to let 
any one not belonging to the gang, vi.sii 
It. He boasts much of its strength, and 
expresses a belief, that with a dozen men 
he could defend it against the attack of 
two hundred. He has a second rendez- 
vous on Abel’s Island, immediately be- 
low Wells’ Island and opposite Alexan- 
dria Bay. “The Thousand Islands” are 
said to number about seventeen hundred, 
and to vary in size from ten miles in 
length to a single rock a foot square. 
Wells’ Island, (from whence the attack 
was made on the Sir Robert Peel) is the 
largest of the group, and forms what i. 
de.-ignated by ihe sailor.s the Upper Nar- 
rrows — the passage bringing vessels 
within pistol shot of the island. They! 
occupy more than twenty-five miles inj 
the river, which in some places i.s morei 
than ten miles wide. They are little else 
than a rock, with occasional patches ofi 
fertile land. Their sides are in many] 
parts perpendicular rocks, thirty feet in 
height, with abrupt shores, and great 
depth of water. They are generally cov- 
ered with dense forests and thick under 
brush; and the passages between them 
are narrow, winding, and often rocky. It 
ibschiccly possible to conceive of a place 
bet or formed by nature to aff ird a se- 
cure retreat for freebooters than thisclus- 
ter of islands. 

Johnson has several boats, every way 
adapted to his designs, one. of which is 
forty feet in length, but of so light a con-j 
slruction as to be easily carried across] 
the islands, and its speed is said to ex-' 
ceed that of the swiftest boats on tiie 
lake. Shortly after iho desiruciion ofihe 
Sir Robert Peel, he proceeded in iliisi 
boat wi.ha few of his men up Ihe luke,| 
made a predatory incursion upon an isl-| 
ttnd-near the mouth of the Bay of Quinta, 
and plundered the inhabitants, returning 
on tlio night of the 8lh inst. to the fast-1 
.nesses of Ihe -‘Thousand Islands.” It is 
n-il known that ho has been on the main 
land since the burning of S. R. P. He 
has had occasi nal interviews with sonis' 
of our citizens since that event, but they, 
have taken place on the water. He and 
those that attend him on these occasions 
are well armed. His own appearance, 
with SIX pistols, a dirk and bowie-knifoi 
in his belt, is sufficiently belligerent; and 
he lijs with him, it is said invariably, the 
colors of the Sir R. P. He considers ihe 
destruction of that vessel as an act of pi- 
racy, and that bis life has become there- 
by forfeited, and says he shall sell it at 
the dearest rate. 

Such isi'ne character of the Buccaneer 
of the Lake; sufficient surely, with tho 
natural and ordinary progress ofexag-! 
geralion, to be a subject of alarm to tho 
border inhabitants. An alarm not alto- 
geiher groundless, from the fact that the 
larger islands of this numerous group are 
inhabited by a lawless race of half ban- 
ditti; who would scarcely scruple to join 
in nearly any enterprize for plunder — 
have perhaps one hundred boats, and 
whoso number has been enlarged consid- 
erably by refugee accessions- It is sup- 
posed that there are at least one thou- 
sand refugees and other persons on these 
islands, under the control and at the com- 
mand of Johnson, and several thousand 



of refugees, between Niagara and Og-. 
Idensburgh. I 

I It is not to he imagined that the local 
' militia or the local authorities, however j 
j well disposed to co-operate with tho offi- 
cers of government in measures to repel; 
land prevent these incursions, and to de- 
tect and punish the marauders, are ade- 
: quate to the emergency. The commerce 
of the river and lake, the national char- 
acter,andlhe lives and properly of our. 
citizens, require a government force suf- j 
ficient to explore tho islands and expel 
ihe marauders; a considerable military 
force at several points on the frontier; 
and the employment of an armed steam 
vessel or revenue cutler. 

These matters, we understand, have 
been fully presented by Gev. Marcy to 
the consideration of the general govern- 
ment, and judging from recent move- 
ments, we do not doubt that the require- 
ments of the case will receive all the at- 
tention which the limited strength of the 
army will in any manner allow. 

VVe have read repealed rebukes pub- 
lished against steamboat racing; and un- 
til Congress enacts somo law agaiwst the 
practice, we shall not be disposed, as ed 
itors generally appear to be, to recrim- 
inate the Captains Only. We know that 
during tho lassitude of a voyage of a 
thousand miles, the mind becomes vaca- 
ted, and any excitement that relieves it 
from the monotony of trees, water, wood- 
yards and cabins, is fondly seized. No- 
thing in this state of mind is more aggrn 
vating than to be passed by a boat, 
which seems to entail upon us a longer 
passage than we should otherw-iso have 
had. At this moment our jealousy ex- 
cites the Captain’s ambition. He, to ob- 
lige the passengers, presses steam, en- 
dangers his own life and that ofihe pas- 
sengcr.s,and in many cases makes a char 
nel house of his sleaniboat. The illus- 
tration of the above feeling.s, so general- 
ly entertained by passengers; we ap- 
pend the following, cut from the Charles 
ton Mercury: — Memphis Gaz. 

“A lady took her passige oti board a 
steamboat at N. Orleans, to go to St Lou- 
is, but hearing that the captatn intended 
to run a race, declined going unless as- 
surances were given that such would not 
be the case. The master pledged his 
honor to refrain from the contest,-ind the 
boat got under way; the rival boat pur- 
suingsoon after neared him fast, and the 
passengers becoming excited, requested 
him to pul on more steam, which was re- 
fused, for tho reason above given. The 
lady was applied to, but would not yield. 
She was then requested to come on deck 
and view the other boat, which, at the 
time, was nearly along side, and fast 
gaining. Her feelings were immediate 
ly enlisted, and she too urged an in- 
crease of speed, which was attempted, 
but not succeeding as well as his passen 
gers desired, they suggested that he 
should use bacon, to make the wood more 
nflaminable. The answer was, that hav- 
ing his Word pledged not to race, he had 
not provided himself with the article. — 
‘Never mind, , captain, (s.iid the lady,) 
you have some on board on frei'gir, use it 
my dear sir, I will pay all expenses, if 
you beat that boat." 

The National Gazette says truly, tha' 
during the year 1836, upwards of three 
hundred and fifty lives were destroyed 
by steamboat accidents; tn 1S57, six or 
seven hundred were cut off in the same 
»-ay; and for Ihe year 1838, we may 
already count nearly or quite a thoasand 
pe sons killed thus, and a prospect of 
having to witness at the end of the year, 
f the evil be not arrested, a propotliona 
ble increase to this hideous ratio.

THE PULASKI. 

In the midst of the gloom created by 
the loss of the Pulaski, and the supposed 
destruction ofall on board with tho ex- 
ception of the sixteen who had re.-tched 
the shore in two bonis with M-. Hibbert 
the Mate, we were mo.st agreeably sur 
prised to learn on Saturday morning, that 
Maj. He ,xn, of this city, had arrived in 
town, and brought with him the intelli- 
gence of the escape of twenty-nine per- 
sons, who, with himself, had remained on 
a portion of the wreck. VVe have made 
it our business to seo and conver.se with 
Maj. Heath, and gather from him direct- 
ly the-following particulars: 

The Major states that he had just re- 
tired to his statu room, about 1 1 o’clock 
on Thursdav night, but had not yet gone 
to bed, when the expl.-sion took place, 
and was followed by a scene of the ut- 
most noise and contusion. The p.nscn 
gers rushed immediately on deck, where, 
II the lights being extinguished, they 
could form no accurate idea of the extent 
of injury'. Our informant having been 
n the forward cabin, found his way to 
the bow of the boat, and .•tout! there with 
some forty or fifiy others, in the most 
intense anxiety, the vessel tossing vio I 
lently to and fio, and the air filled with' 
the agonizing shrieks of ihe wounded- 
and the dying, with the fruitless appeals 
of those in the water asking for help. ! 

At this time the mast, by means of 
which a large potiion of ihose about him 
were enabled to keep their places on tho 
forward deck, gave way, and in falling' 
killed a French gentleman, a merchant- 
of high respectability of Ph ladelphia.j 
The name of this individual is unknown, 
but he had been to the S-iUth, and was 
returning home when he met his untime- 
ly end — his remains were committed to 
the deep after a brief prayer. 

In less than an hour after the explo- 
sion, the boat parted in two, and the larg- 
er portion of if, to which tho machinery 
was attached, sunk immediately, carry- 
ing with it many pussengeis, particular- 
ly the ladies who were in the cabin. It 
[was subsequently ascertained that four 



portions of tho wreck continued to float, 
all of them supporting a greater or less 
number of suflereis. On that part of the

No baggage of any kind was saved. — 

All the passengers had money, which 
was in their trunks, and it is estimated 
that at least §150,000 in bank notes and 
specie has been lost, an-J upwards of 
§10,000 in watches and jewelry. 

We learn that a survivor,' Lormar, a lad 
12 or 14 years of age, has, since being 
saved, gone stark marl from anxiety and 
sufTcriiig, with no hope recovery. 

Besides the sixteen passengers saved] 
in the boats, lind the thirty picked up 
from the wreck, as above detailed, the 
Norfolk Herald stales, that thirteen more 
of the passengers had been picked up — 
making fifty nine saved, as far as ascer- 
tained. 

Among the incidents of this appaling 
disaster, the affecting one is mentioned, 
that the Rev. Dr. Wort and wife, afer 
a most fervent prayer, clasped their child 
in their mutual embrace, and in a few 
minutes the three sunk together resign- 
edly into the waves of death.

' “MR. CLAY’S REPLY. 

“Wasui.noton, 8th June, 1833. 
‘'Gentlemen,— \ have to acknowledge 
he receipt of a letter, which, ns a Com 
aitlee appointed at a meeting of my po- 
itical fiietids, recently convened ir. the 
ily of New York, you addressed to me, 
ransmUting a copy of their proceedinp, 
nd in pursuance to one of thetr reso.ii- 



lions, iuviiing me to visit that city, and 
to pass through the State of New York 
to Buffalo, upon my return home, after 
the termination of the present session of 
Congress. 

1 have perused the proceedings of the 
meeting with the liveliest feelings of 
gratitude; and 1 request VQU, gentlemen, 
to convey to those who composed it, rny 
cordial thanks and respectful acknow- 
ledgements for their friendly considera- 
tion of me. Whilst I feel highly gratifi- 
ed by the sentiments of attachment, con- 
fidence and pielerence, with an expres- 
sion of which the meeting has honored 
me; I think that it has wisely referred 
the designation of a suitable candidate 
for the office of President of the United 
Slates to the consideration and impartial 
decision of a National Convenlioo. Such 
an assoinblage, representing all parts of 
the United States, and fairly constituted, 
will embody the opinions and best ex- 
press the sense of the whole opposition 
to the present administration of the Gen- 
eral Government. It will reconcile dif- 
ferences, promote harmony , and secure 
hearty co-operation among those who 
Bie engaged in the jiatriotic cause of 
struggling to bring back the Govern-, 
menl to its former purity, to heal the 
wounds in lire constitution, and to le- 
store the prosperity of the country. 

I should be most happy to find myself ^ 
under circumstances w hich would admit i 
of my acceptance of the friendly invita-j 
tion to visit your Stale, lam sure that | 
every where, on a tour so agreeable, 1 
should meet with the greatest kindness j 
and hospitality, nnd behold in the virtue,' 
intelligence and enterprise of the Peo - 1 
pie of New York, in the noble works of| 
internal improvement which adorn its 
territory, and in the fruitful soil with 
whicli Providence ha* blessed its abund- 
ant element.* for repairing the tempora- 
ry iiijiirie.s inflicted by the errors nnd ev j 
perimenls of the Federal Executive. — ! 
But, I feel constrained to deny myself^ 
the satisfaction of contemplating these 
pleasing scenes. Afier an absence froini 
my home, which lias already extended 
so nigh eight months, 1 am naturally 
most anxious to rejoin my family wiihout 
any unavoidable delay, I might con- 
tent myself with the assignment of this 
simple reason, but I have other and high- 
er motives, which candor requires I 
should communicate, for declining to ac- 
cept your obliging invitation. Although 
I am not in fact a candidate for any of- 
fice, I am aware tliat my name is freely 
used in connection with the highest gift 
in the American People. Whilst it is 
thus a subject of coiisiilera'i m. I have 
thought that it best becomes me to re- 
main in an attitude perfectly passive, do 
ing nothing with the intention of attrac- 
ting the current of public feeling to me, 
nothing to disturb or effect the exercise 
of the free and unbiassed judgment of the 
People. I have accordingly acted in 
strict conformity witli this conviction of 
my duty. I have visited no place, and 
shall visit no place, with the view of pro- 
moting my own personal advancement. 
Considerations both of principle and con- 
venience, have induced ne to adopt this 
resolution. I know that sentioients of 
personal esteem and regard for me, and 
for which I am very th.ankful, apart from 
political movements, have prompted the 
invitation with which you have favored 
me; but if 1 were to accept it, no matter 
under what protestations, or professions, 
it would be believed, whether justly or 
not, that it had otlier objects besides so- 
cial intercourse and examin.ation of the 
inexhauetable resources of your great 
State. This same or similar reasons 
with which I might be induced to visit 
New York, would be urged to prevail on 
me logo to other portions of the Union. 
How could I discriminate? What limit 
should J prescribe? There would be a 
physical impracticability to go to every 
important point in the Union, which I 
might bo pressed, or prompted by the 
imnulse of iny own feelings to visit. 

The office of President of the United 
States is of a nature so exalted, and its 
functions ar« so mumentou* that it ought 
not to be, and happily never can be, 
reached by individual efforts to acquire 
it. It should only be bestowed by the 
free, spontaneous and deliberate judg- 
ment of th« people. When so conferred, 
it is more honorable to them than to the 
distinguished object of their choice.— 
Thus receiving it, he will enter upon the 
carreer of its arduous duties, conscious 
that ho has attained the elevated station 
by no low or unworthy arts, and, over- 
flowing with gratitude; will dedicate all 
Ins abilities ai.d his undivided energies, 
to tho honor, and the prosperity and glo- 
ry of his country . 

Such, gentlemen, are the views which 
I should entertain if 1 were a formal can- 
didate, snd the sole candidate of the 
cause to which 1 am attached. Far from 
being weakened, they appear to me to 
possess additional strength when we sur- 
vey the actual state of the question to 
which they relate. The Whigs have not 
yet detennirifd on their candidate. They 
arc now deliberating about it, consulting 
among themselves in their primary and 
other assemblies, as tliey have ii right to 
do, and resolved to bold a great family 
consultation in December 1839. Other 
gentlemen, of eminent abilities, of distin- 
gnished services, and of acknowledged 
patriotism, are justly nnd properly and 
prominently in their view, and under 

their considerulion. liilat this prclimi* 

nary question i* in progress ot amicable 
adjustment, I feel that it would not be 
righl-for me to make any personal exer- 
tions or even to bo voluntarily.placed m 
situations in wliich.it might be supposed 
that I was making personal exertions, to 
withdraw from them the confidence so 
jusllvdue 10 them as our comm-n Irionos, 

and fix it exclusively upon mv-sell. lo 
•annoincing this rule of coiid ict for my 



self, it is foreign to niy intention to mark 
|any course for others, or to intimate any 
dissatisfaction with whatever line they 
may consider it proper to pursue. 

I pray you, gentlemen, individually 
accepl assurances of the high persona' 
regard and esteem, with which 1 am,

From the Buffalo Daily Star, June 14 

The Prospect. — We begin reluctant- 
ly to yield to the general belief, that a 
war with Great Britain is inevitable. 
With all the professions of amicable in- 
tent, made by the leading men and offi- 
cial functionaries of Canada, their press 
still teems with inflammatory denuacia- 
tions, and threats of war even to exter- 
mination. 

The Canadians press is not an irres- 
ponsible organ ol free tlionght. It is 
wholly under the control of tho govern- 
ment. The authorities, il they wished 
for peace, as they pretend, might regu- 
late the tone of tho press, and if loo in- 
flammaioi'v, temper it with prudence, 
and pacify the irritable state of public 
feeling along tho.-e lines. 

Were the Canadian press free, as in 
our own country, it might be that now 
and then a print inighl not speak the 
general sentiments of the nation, or pro- 
vince. But it is not. The inference then 
is, that the press preaches war, because 
the government desires il; and if the 
government desires it, they will leave no 
means untried to produce it. A series 
of piovocatioiis and aggrcs.sions will fol- 
low, until the infection extend over the 
whole population of both nations — and 
war will be the only path to peace. 

We speak of llicsu mailers, not in 
: despondence; for Americans have no 
[cause of fear from the result. A lesson, 

: how ever, should he deeply impressod, 
both upon the government and the peo- 
. pie, — a les.soii leuined by former exper- 
ience. 'J'he government should, with all 
'possible haste, prepare the means foi 
defensive war — and the people, with all 
^possible piiidence, should alislain I'lom 
'all acts of aggression, until these iiie.ins 
[are effective. 

'I’liere are many trying circ.inis'.ances 
for the patience and foibearaiice of the 
inhabitants of tlii* frontier. The vie 
tinis of oppression, driven out of their 
own habitations, are thrown destitute 
upon us; and it scarcely needs Ihelauiit.*- 
of the Canadian government press, or 
the threats of the military dandies of 
Old England to provoke something like 
the spirit of 1812 to rise up and resist. 
We.eannot blame the refugees for wishing 
to return to their own fields and fireside.-i; 
nor can »e very much censure the sym 
patliy felt by our ow n citizens, or the 
resentment they show under threats and 
vilnperalions, from neighbors who owe 
them so mariv obligations. But at this 
lime their resentment should not provoke 
aggression. Our frontiers are defence- 
less; our firesides and our families are 
exposed to violence; our property is lia- 
ble to destruction, — and our cities and 
villages may be wrapped in flames, be- 
fore our government could po-isibly send 
on thet means for relief, which is its 
bouiiden duty to provide. . 

'I’his is not an argument of fear, but 
of true courage nnd prudence. Our go- 
vernment i? not formed for the sudden 
emergencies of offensive war. It is right 
that it is not so. All goveriinieiils, in 
the progress of the world towards a bet- 
ter political estate, should be made on 
principles which discourage war, only 
in seif defence. Under our constitution 
the preparation for even defensive war 
must be slow. It will take many months, 
under any stale of circumstances, to put 
these lines in a condition for defence, 
any thing equal to that of the Canadian 
powers. In fact their means of offence 
are at this lime greater than ours to act 
on the defensive. 

However much any American may 
feel desirous of chastising insolence, ag- 
gression, and murder, — however much 
they may wish to see Canada taking a 
place among the nations of the earth, — 
it is no lima for them to act now, A surer 
way to effect these, is to await the ag- 
gressions which the Canadian authori- 
ties mean to make — rather than to prr 
voke them, before we are able to chas'ise 
them. It is evident that they desire war. 
Let U3 prepare for defence. Let us be 
cautious of hastening a crisis, even if il 
be inevitable. Let our motto be "For- 
bear but prepare." 



New York, June 18. 
FROM THE FRONTIER. 

Governor Marcy arrived at Oswego, 
on Saturday week, and remained a few 
days. His presence was said to have a 
good effect in allaying the excitement on 
both sides of the line. 

Governor iMarcy, according to the Wa- 
tertown Jeffersonian, reached thatvillage 
from Albany in fifty hours after he had 
been sent for. 

Captain Dobbins, of the fcliooner 
Nicholas Biddle, has published in the 
Erie Observer the particulars of tho at 
lack oil liis vessel at Duiinville, Grand 
river. Upper Canada. While lying at 
the dock at night on the 3d inst., ho re- 
ceived inforinalion tliat an attack on his 
vessel was probably meditated by some 
Canadians. He therefore hauled into 
the stream for safety, but nothing hap 
pened — so he came up to the dock next 
day and loaded without molestation, and 
got under way in the evening. In going 
down past the houses on the west side of 
the mouth of the river, a woman was 
seen exhorting a man on the dock not to 
fire into the Nicholas Biddle. At the 
same moment an officer in a boat ordered 
the man to fire, wliicli he did, and the 
ball went tiuough the sails without hit- 
ting an\' person on board. The wind 
being favorable the vessel escaped. The 



offence, as we staled last week, consisted 
in hoisting the American flag; and the 
British officer plainly told Captain Dob- 
bins that he should not come there again 
with the schooner. 

Tho steamboat Telegraph arrived at 
Rochester on the 13lh inst., with the in- 
telligence that ‘‘Bill Johnson” was seen 
daily, but cannot be captured. The 
Kingston steamer gave chase to him on 
one occasion, but bis barge was too swift 
for his pursuers. The Rochester Daily 
Advertiser says : 

“Tho militia is s'.ill out, but have 
caught nothing yet; they doubtless are 
useful ill preventing now aggressions. 

“Every day adds to our unpopularity 
in Upper Canada, and the John Bulls of 
that province declare that the Imperial 
Government will not rest satisfied till the 
Slates ore reduced lo their original colon 
iai dependence.” 

A Circuit Court will bo held to-day in 
Jefferson county, for the trial of those 
engaged in burning the Sir Robert Peel. 

It is said that 200 witnesses from the 
frontier are in attendance on the United 
States District Court, sitting at Albany, 
lor the trial of persons indicted for offen- 
ces on the frontier. No less than iwelv 
indictments have been found. 

Among the persons indicted are Doctor 
Nelson, formerly of .Montreal, Mr. Bry- 
ant, of Maine, and a young man of thee 
name of Palmer, ol Clinton county. Mr. 
McKenzie was in court on Saturday. 

The two hundred troops from New 
York reached Albany on Friday, on their 
wav to the frontier. Gen. Macomb is 
going In the same point. 

The Albany nrgiis slates that Gov 
.Marcy has communicated to the Presi- 
dent the actual sitiiation of the frontier, 
and riHinesied aid I’roin the War Depart- 
ment — Etc. Post. 

The Dry D.ick Bank, of New-Yoik, 
which failed in May, 18.37, has again 
gone into operation, and the stock is 
above par. All the claims against il have 
been liqnidiiled. — Balt. Amer.
